The National Confectioners 
Association, who hav e an obv i­ 
ou s interest in the continu ance 
of trick-or-treating, has offered 
su ggestions concerning the 
practice, aimed for the greater 
protection of children. 
These inclu de confining trick- 
and-treating to the immediate 
neighborhood of the children or 
limited to known residences of 
neighbors. 
Time was when mothers or 
some other responsible adu lts 
trailed along with the chil­ 
dren as they made their 
rou nds collecting goodies, as 
a protection from any per­ 
v erted person. 
Now the protection children 
need is not only from any one 
who wou ld do them bodily 
harm, bu t from what is depos­ 
ited in their bags. 
Consequ ently , the association 
su ggests children shou ld bring 
all treats home for inspection 
before eating. 
The association also adv ises 
trick-or-treating be done du ring 
day light hou rs, redu cing the 
danger of children crossing 
streets at night. 
This heightened concern 
stems from reported inci­ 
dences of children receiv ing 
popcorn balls containing fish 
hooks or needles, apples with 
razor blades embedded in 
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St. Lu ke’s Episcopal Chu rch is 100 
y ears old.

It wou ld seem a practical so­ 
lu tion for neighborhood moth­ 
ers to plan combinations of 
trick-and-treating and Hallow­ 
een parties in which children, 
u nder close su perv ision, wou ld 
go trick-or-treating to homes in 
the immediate neighborhood 
and then stop at one home for a 
party . 
A v ariation of this might be 
for neighborhood mothers to 
decide on three or fou r homes 
where children wou ld go du ring 
the ev ening, each hav ing some­ 
thing different related to Hal­ 
loween. 
Being a mere male who has 
nev er been v ery su ccessfu l 
giv ing adv ice to any female, 
and being parent of children 
who are past the trick-or- 
treating stage, we will cease 
forthwith with any planning 
for trick-or-treating chil­ 
dren’s mothers.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
cost of liv ing, led by higher 
prices for clothing, accelerated 
in September and pu shed the 
rate of inflation to 3.5 per cent 
since President Nix on’s Phase 2 
price controls began, the gov ­ 
ernment said today . 
The Bu reau of Labor Statis­ 
tics said that the Consu mer 
Price Index rose fou r-tenths of 
one per cent last month, with 
higher prices for clothing cau s­ 
ing almost half of the increase. 
The price of gasoline and eggs 
also contribu ted heav ily to the 
adv ance. 
On a seasonally adju sted 
basis, the rate of increase was 


fiv e-tenths of one per cent, the 
highest since Febru ary , when 
the economy was going throu gh 
a post-freeze bu lge in the rate 
of inflation. 
The bu reau said the effects of 
clothing, gasoline and egg price 
increases were moderated by 
lower prices for beef, fresh 
fru its and v egetables and new 
cars. 
The price of food rose six - 
tenths of one per cent on a sea­ 
sonally adju sted basis, abou t 
the same rate as in Ju ly and 
Au gu st. Bu t on an u nadju sted 
basis, the increase in food 
prices was two-tenths of one 
per cent. 


While the index accelerated, 
the bu reau said that the av er­ 
age weekly earnings of Ameri­ 
can workers rose sev en-tenths 
of one per cent in September, 
making real spendable earnings 
3.7 per cent higher than a y ear 
ago. This was the largest one- 
y ear increass in real earnings 
for 
any 
September 
since 
records hav e been kept. 
The Consu mer Price Index 
showed that in the 10 months 
since Nix on’s price controls 
hav e been in effect, consu mer 
prices hav e gone u p 3.5 per 
cent compared with 3.8 per 
cent in the eight months before 
Nix on froze wages and prices 


in Au gu st 1971. 
The administration say s it 
wants to redu ce the rate of in­ 
flation to the range of 2 to 3 per 
cent by the end of the y ear. On 
a seasonally adju sted basis, the 
September rise amou nted to 6 
per cent. On an u nadju sted 
basis it was 4.8 per cent. 


The bu reau said that the 
sharp rise in clothing prices 
came partly becau se of the end 
of su mmer clearance sales on 
some 
items 
and 
the 
in­ 
trodu ction of fall and winter 
clothing. 


Used car prices went u p and 
gasoline prices continu ed to go 


u p sharply , while new car 
prices failed to decline as mu ch 
as they u su ally do when the 
model y ear comes to an end. 
Also going u p were prices for 
most home fu rnishings, princi­ 
pally tex tiles and stainless steel 
flatware. 


The bu reau said that the in­ 
dex for food bou ght at grocery 
stores—which 
u su ally 
goes 
down in September—increased 
by one-tenth of one per cent. It 
said that beef prices dropped 
for the first time since May 
and mu ch more than u su al in 
September. 
The prices of fresh fru its and 


v egetables actu ally went down, 
bu t the drop was smaller than 
u su al. The price of coffee in­ 
creased. 


The bu reau said the Septem­ 
ber Cost of Liv ing Index mov ed 
to 126.2, meaning that what 
$100 bou ght in 1967 cost $126.20 
last month. 


Nonfood 
commodities

creased sev en-tenths of one per 
cent last month, on an u n­ 
adju sted basis , bu t with sea­ 
sonal influ ences su btracted the 
increase was fou r-tenths of one 
per cent.

A candidate aspiring to become a fresh­ 
man legislator brings with him an impressiv e 
record of city gov ernment and pu blic school 
ex perience. 
He is Repu blican Joseph Ebbeson, De- 
Kalb, a former may or of that city , and has 
fou r y ears serv ice on the City Cou ncil and was 
a member of the DeKalb Board of Edu cation 
for six y ears, and who is seeking to be a state 
representativ e from the 37th District. 
In Dix on, earlier this week, Ebbeson 
stopped in for a chat. 
He joined v irtu ally ev ery other candidate 
for state gov ernment office in tabbing tax es 
as the u ppermost qu estion on the minds of 
v oters. 
Ebbeson pointed to the v oters’ lack of con­ 
fidence in gov ernment as an issu e coming in a 
close second to tax es. 
“Part of the v oter apathy which seems to 
su rrou nd this campaign stems from the fact 
people simply don’t hav e confidence in the 
pu blic officials they elect. 
“To redeem ou rselv es in the ey es of the 
pu blic,” Ebbeson declared, “state gov ern­ 
ment mu st operate in a goldfish bowl. 
“We hav e ethics legislation, bu t has it gone 
far enou gh?” asked the candidate. Answering 
his qu ery , Ebbeson asserted “Ethics legisla­ 
tion mu st be ex panded, not so mu ch to rev eal 
how mu ch a pu blic official makes, bu t what 
are the sou rces of his income. 
“Until we know where his money comes 
from we cannot ju dge his stand on issu es and 
his v otes in light of what are indicated as his 
v ested interests.” 
On tax es, Ebbeson said he likes Gov ernor 
Ogilv ie’s stance. “When the gov ernor asked 
for the income tax in I960, he promised there 
wou ld be no raises in the rate of the tax and he 
has not asked to hav e them increased. 
“The gov ernor did what he said he wou ld 


and now when he said he will not approv e any 
tax increases, I believ e him,” Ebbeson 
opined. 
The DeKalb Repu blican said he opposes 
labels of conserv ativ e, moderate or liberal, 
choosing to be known as a practical pu blic 
serv ant. 
“I believ e in operating gov ernment in a 
bu sinesslike manner,” Ebbeson annou nced, 
“and this means liv ing within the bu dget 
which the rev enu e will su pport. 
“It is the du ty of gov ernment officials to 
spend wisely within limits set and order pri­ 
orities so that fu nds av ailable are fairly spent 
for all gov ernment serv ices,” he ex plained. 
He said more rev enu e to operate state gov ­ 
ernment will be realized from the rev italized 
economic base of the state and the opening of 
world trade. 
Ebbeson labeled Ogilv ie’s call for a freeze 
on property tax rates “realistic in v iew of the 
federal rev enu e sharing soon to become a 
reality .” 
The candidate noted the people, on a 7 -to-l 
margin, abolished the personal property tax 
and recalled the State Su preme Cou rt de­ 
clared this v ote of the people u nconstitu tional. 
“The state has failed in dev eloping the me­ 
chanics for fairly collecting personal proper­ 
ty tax es,” the DeKalb Repu blican charged. 
“In the 101 downstate cou nties in Illinois, 
personal property tax collections amou nt to 
$30 million, bu t in Cook Cou nty , which has 
abou t half the popu lation, only $3 million is ta­ 
ken by the cou nty collector,” Ebbeson re­ 
ported. 
“After the state income tax was enacted, 
May or Daley went to the state asking for $27 
million to ru n Chicago schools. The state 
shou ld hav e told the may or of Chicago to go 
back and collect all the indiv idu al personal 
property tax es and he wou ld hav e the $27 mil-

Militant message by NAACP state president

It was a message of militancy 
that John Gwy nn, state presi­ 
dent of the National Association 
for the Adv ancement of Colored 
Persons (NAACP) had for the 
Dix on branch at a Thu rsday 
night meeting. 
“We plan to su rv ey the em­ 
ploy ment and hou sing situ ation 
for minorities in Dix on,” he 
said, “bu t withou t the su rv ey I 
can tell y ou that I know there 
are not enou gh blacks working 
in the city administration. I 
know there are not enou gh 
blacks working in cou nty ad­ 
ministration. I know that there 
shou ld be more blacks working 
for the water company , the 
light company , the telephone 
company and in downtown 
stores. 
“We mu st deal with these 
problems now, or ou r grandkids 
will be forced to deal with them 
when they get ou r age. I know 
God is not satisfied with this sit­ 
u ation. We mu st make sacri- 


fices for ju stice. Freedom is ev ­ 
ery body ’s bu siness. We mu st be 
willing to su ffer to achiev e ou r 
goals.” 
Gwy nn related that he had 
been arrested more times than 
he cou ld remember du ring his 
fight to achiev e some of his 
goals in Peoria. 
“We hav e a phone sy stem 
where we can mu ster 12,000 
persons in one hou r,” he said. 
“We can reach the same 12,000 
by leaflet in 1 Vz hou rs. We can 
mu ster 2,000 people for a city 
cou ncil meeting. Let me tell 
y ou , if y ou take 2,000 people to a 
cou ncil room designed to hold 
abou t 98 people, the city fathers 
listen to y ou . 
“The city of Peoria is 14 per 
cent black. We demand 14 per 
cent black employ ment at ev ­ 
ery lev el in the city . And we are 
getting resu lts.” 
Cou rtney Schafer, ex ecu tiv e 
director of the Lee Cou nty 
Hou sing 
Au thority , 
asked 
Gwy nn, “Are 14 per cent of the 


Peoria policemen black?” 
Gwy nn said that was 
one 
place there was a problem be­ 
cau se few blacks wanted to hold 
jobs as policemen. 
Another qu estioner from the 
au dience said he felt that all 
blacks in Dix on who really 
wanted to work were working. 
Gwy nn replied, “Then y ou 
are not motiv ating people to 
work.” 
Another qu estioner said that 
he thou ght part of the problem 
here was that kids were mov ing 
away after they completed 
school. He said he thou ght the 
situ ation is good in Dix on. 
“Well, if y ou people hav e 
achiev ed so mu ch here in Dix ­ 
on,” Gwy nn retorted, “I wish 
y ou wou ld tell u s how y ou did it. 
I hav en’t fou nd a city in Illinois 
with things as good as y ou say 
y ou hav e them here.” 
This prompted Mrs. Winston 
McRey nolds to remark, “Black 
people don’t want to come here 
becau se there is no social life. 


The Dix on School Board made 
an effort to recru it black teach­ 
ers, bu t this seemed to be the 
main problem. There is ju st 
nothing to do here.” 


Gwy nn replied, “Before we 
had a sit-in at the Peoria school 
offices, they had 14 black teach­ 
ers. They now hav e almost 100. 
You hav e to fu rnish them with 
lists of black schools and lists of 
black stu dents in Dlinois col­ 
leges and their areas of stu dy . 
Then y ou hav e to see that they 
send ou t recru iting teams to 
find those black stu dents and 
get them here as teachers. 


“You see, we are try ing to get 
black people into the smaller 
commu nities becau se if we con­ 
tain ou r fight to the inner cities, 
whites mov e to the su bu rbs and 
leav e u s trapped in an intolera­ 
ble situ ation.” 
He replied that Pekin had no 
blacks, bu t that he had written 
an 11-point equ ality program 


and the city fathers there had 
adopted it and were activ ely 
seeking blacks to fill positions 
and jobs in the city . 
“Does y ou r city hav e su ch a 
program ?” he asked. 


City Commissioner James 
Dishman replied 
that 
he 
thou ght Dix on had a program, 
bu t that he didn’t know if it was 
as ex tensiv e as the sample one 
Gwy nn had distribu ted at the 
meeting. 
“Then I’ll draw one u p and I 
will present it to the city cou n­ 
cil,” Gwy nn said. 
Winston McRey nolds, mem­ 
ber of the Lee Cou nty Board re­ 
marked, “I wou ld like to see 
one presented to the Cou nty 
board too.” 
Gwy nn agreed to that re­ 
qu est . He said he wou ld head a 
three-man team in making the 
hou sing and employ ment su r­ 
v ey in Dix on and that he wou ld 
hav e the facts when he made 
his presentation.

Progressive or regressive

In try ing to determine which 
of the v ariou s plans to reform 
the property tax is best for 
y ou r pocketbook, y ou enter a 
thicket of problems on which 
ev en economists disagree or are 
u ndecided. 
Bu t in this election y ear it 
will be hard to av oid hearing 
some 
campaigner 
condemn 
“the regressiv e property 'tax ” 
and some real efforts likely will 
be made to change or eliminate 
part of it. 
It may strike some people as 
folly to change tax policy when 
ex perts cannot agree on the im­ 
pact of those changes. Bu t it is 
not u ncommon in this cou ntry , 
and others, for social and eco­ 
nomic pu blic policy that will af­ 
fect generations to be made on 
the basis of the best possible 
gu ess of the effect- ev en 
thou gh there may not 
be 
enou gh ev idence to be certain 
or the ev idence may be con­ 
tradictory . 


For ex ample, in edu cation 
this cou ntry has tried sev eral 
policies, that might better hav e 
been called theories, to im­ 
prov e the edu cation of dis­ 
adv antaged 
children. 
First, 
there was integration, then 
compensatory 
edu cation 
— 
spending more money on poor 
performing pu pils where they 
went to school withou t regard 
to integration. 
Then there was Head Start — 
beginning edu cation earlier to 
make u p for the lack in some 
homes of a familiarity with 
books and reading, pencils and 
writing. And still the perform­ 
ance in ghetto schools lags be­ 
hind national av erages and it is 
still not agreed what pu blic pol­ 
icy will solv e the problem. 
Now there is p cry against 
the property tax . And on a fu n­ 
damental qu estion economists 
disagree: Do y ou pay hidden 
property tax es? That is, do 
landlords or the bu sinessmen 
y ou deal with pass the property 
tax on their bu ildings on to y ou 


in the form of higher rent or 
prices? 
The answer will determine 
whether the property tax can 
be called progressiv e or regres­ 
siv e. The argu ment goes right 
to y ou r wallet. 
A stu dy by the Brookings In­ 
stitu tion shows that this is par­ 
ticu larly cru cial for Americans 
who make between the national 
median income of $10,000 and 
$15 ,000. For these people, if the 
tax is regressiv e, then a plan 
being stu died by President Nix ­ 
on to replace school property 
tax es with a federal v alu e- 
added tax , essentially a nation­ 
al sales tax passed on to the 
consu mer, wou ld mean a tax 
redu ction. Bu t if the tax is pro­ 
gressiv e then the plan u nder 
stu dy by Nix on wou ld mean a 
tax increase. 
The au thors of the Brookings 
stu dy , economists Joseph Pech- 
man, now an adv iser to Demo­ 
cratic presidential candidate 
George McGov ern, and Ben-

A bus- 
4 tling, sandy little man of 63, h e 
sp ends only about a quarter of 
h is time with in its walls.

More often h e can be found

Just now h e is concerned to 
get some p ublish er in th e Un­ 
ited States to translate h is 
- “Analy tical and Analogical In­ 
dex ” from French into English . 
His comp uter can’t do th at. Fa­ 
th er Georges sp eaks English 
.h imself—as well as French , 
German, Dutch , Italian, Latin, 
Greek and Hebrew—but h e 
say s th is job ough t to be p ut 
into th e h ands of someone wh o 
can work in h is own moth er 
tongue. 
‘Th e Bible,” h e ex p lains, “is 
th e word of God and is used by 
.religious Jews and Ch ristians 
as a source of p ray er and me­ 
ditation. It is also a reference 
work used by ev ery writer and 
reader wh o deals with h istory , 
p h ilosop h y , th eology , eth ics, an­ 
cient literature or even sociolo­ 
gy .” 
He wants to p rovide th ese 
writers, students and readers 
with an easy to use reference 
tool th at will h elp th em find 
any p assage th ey need. 
Th is is not th e first time a 
comp uter h as been used for a 
.sch olarly religious work, but 
th e auth ors th ink it h as not 
been tried before on a religious 
book destined for general circu­ 
lation. 
Many index es to th e Bible, 
called “concordances,” already 
ex ist. Th ey list ev ery p assage 
in wh ich a given word is used. 
Look up th e word “crime,” for 
ex amp le, and y ou will find th at 
it does not ap p ear often: no 
more th an a dozen [daces in th e 
Revised Standard Version, be­ 
tween Deuteronomy and th e 
Acts of th e Ap ostles. But th ere 
are more crimes th an th at in 
th e Bible. How to find th em? 
Look up “crime” in Fath er 
Georges’ index and y ou will get 
references not only to th e word 
itself, but also to p assages th at 
"recount sp ecific crimes even 
th ough th e word “crime” itself 


does not h ap p en to ap p ear in 
th em: th e murder of Abel, th e 
rap e of Tamar, King David’s 
adultery and h is p lot against 
p oor Uriah th e Hittite. 
Fath er Georges began h is in­ 
dex in 1958 and after 10 y ears 
found h e h ad collected 8 0,000 in­ 
dex cards. At th is p oint h e en­ 
listed th e h elp of th e Revs. Fer­ 
dinand Poswick and Eric de 
Borch graeve from th e Ben­ 
edictine monastery at Quevy . 
With th eir h elp h e arranged to 
sh are—at nigh t, on h oliday s 
and in oth er free time—th e 
IBM 370 comp uter of th e Caisse 
Geneale d’Ep argue at de Ret- 
raite (CGER), a sav ings bank 
organized by th e Belgian gov­ 
ernment. 
Wh en fath er Georges isn’t in­ 
dex ing th e Bible, delivering ra­ 
dio sermons, p lay ing th e or­ 
gan—h e won a first Prize at th e 
Brussels 
conserv atory —or 
translating religious books, h e 
is ap t to be visiting Israel or 
th e United States in p ursuit of 
h is oth er main interest: Jewish 
affairs. 
Among h is jobs is th e sup er­ 
vision of relations beween th e 
Cath olic Ch urch in Belgium and 
th e Jewish community . 
He considers Pop e Paul VI 
too p reoccup ied with th e inter­ 
ests of th e ch urch in Arab 
countries and not sy mp ath etic 
enough with Israel. 
Fath er Georges’ concern with 
Jewish affairs p ut h im deep 
into underground work wh en 
World War II began. He was 
h elp ing East Europ ean Jews 
wh o h ad earlier fled to th e 
West to escap e th e Nazis, and 
wh o were being rounded up in 
Belgium by th e German oc­ 
cup y ing forces. 
Arrested h imself in 1941 h e 
sp ent th e rest of th e war in 
confinement—th e 
last 
10 
month s at th e Dach au concen­ 
tration camp . He used th e time 
not only to p erfect h is lan­ 
guages but also to acquire con­ 
siderable skill in bartering. It’s 
an avocation h e still enjoy s 
p racticing on h is friends and 
th eir ch ildren. 
Fath er Georges will be visit­ 
ing th e United States over 
Th anksgiving Day , with lectur­ 
es sch eduled in Wash ington, 
Cleveland, Hartford and at col­ 
leges in Pennsy lv ania and Min­ 
nesota.

TV football 


For more than two years, 
Federal Communications Com­ 
mission regulations have prohibited 
the broadcasting of professional 
football games over television in the 
local area. The networks have 
compensated by beaming in out-of- 
town games. 
Thanks largely to television’s 
role in creating millions of new fans, 
and thanks partly to the blackout 
rule, professional football has 
become a booming business. Local 
teams have no problems filling their 
stadiums with paying customers. 
Legislation 
that 
has 
been 
proposed in Congress would now 
lighten the blackout a little. It would 
permit telecasting of a local game 
whenever all stadium seats have 
been sold. 
But there may be a catch. 
Hometown boosters, unable to 
purchase 
tickets, 
would 
not 
necessarily be able to watch the 
game at home for free. 
Testifying recently before the 
Senate Subcommittee on Com­ 
munications, CBS-Broadcasting 
Group president John A. Schneider 
pointed out that there is nothing in 
the proposed legislation or in FCC 
rules that would stop pay television 
or cable television (CATV) from 
siphoning off such programming for 
their own paying audiences. 
Schneider cited the experience 
with the Joe Frazier-Muhammad Ali 
heavyweight championship fight, 
when all U.S. and Canadian viewing 
was blacked out so that the audience 


could be limited to some 369 ticket- 
selling locations. 
The fight was seen by only l-20th 
as many people as a middleweight 
championship bout of free television 
10 years earlier. But this relatively 
tiny audience of about a million and 
a half paid in more than $6 million at 
the box office. 
If people were willing to stand in 
line at the prices charged for the 
Frazier-Ali closed-circuit prizefight, 
he said, think what pay TV could 
charge for bringing popular local 
football games into the living room. 
As it is, the majority of people in 
virtually every local viewing are 
served by major league football do 
not have CATV, either because they 
cannot afford it or because it has 
bypassed their neighborhood. The 
result thus would be to extend the 
blackout, not to lift it. 
“ In the language of football,” 
said Schneider, ‘‘I recommend that 
this committee clearly rule that 
passing professional football games 
to pay CATV is offside and illegal.” 
He urged that Congress, as a 
condition to continuing the antitrust 
exemption granted professional 
football, preclude the selling of 
television rights to any games, in­ 
cluding the previously blacked-out 
home games, to cable, pay cable or 
subscription television interests. 
With a provision of that kind, he 
said, the proposed legislation would 
be ‘‘a welcome guarantee of the 
rights of the free 
television 
viewers.” 


Education sting 


The Board of Education of the 
State of Ohio has issued a set of 
guidlines to prevent public school 
officials from running afoul of 
recent court decisions enlarging 
student rights. Among them: 
The wearing of “ buttons, badges, 
armbands and other symbols of 
political 
or 
controversial 
significance is firmly protec­ 
ted ____” 
Students cannot be required to 
salute the flag or recite the Pledge of 
Allegiance. 


On the other hand, “at no time 
should the ‘black power’ or ‘power to 
the people’ salute be repressed 
unless it is a call to overt and im­ 
mediate 
disruption 
of 
the 
educational process.” 


It is not clear whether or not it is 
legal for school officials to disrupt 
armband-wearing, 
non-allegiance- 
pledging or people-power-saluting to 
get on with the so-called education 
process. Possibly a future court 
decision will clarify this point.

Why ethnics oppose McGovern-Shriver 


By RALPH de TOLEDANO 
The word “ethnic” is one I have 
never liked, for it separates Ameri­ 
cans according to their natural orig­ 
ins and singles out in particular 
those whose families came from Po­ 
land, Italy, and other non-Anglo- 
Saxon countries. (To be literal about 
it, those who came over on the May­ 
flower are as much “ ethnics” as 
anyone else.) But we are stuck with 
the word, and the politicians seem to 
like it. 
There has been much talk during 
this campaign of the ethnic defection 
from the Democratic Party, the eth­ 
nic opposition to Sen. George Mc­ 
Govern. The pundits have had a field 
day with this apparent shift in voting 
patterns and have offered a variety 
of reasons for it—some specious, 
some true. But few have bothered to 
take note of the strong opposition 
among the ethnics to Sargent Shriv- 
er, George McGovern’s running 
mate. 
Some small attention has been 
paid to a “why don’t they go back 
where they came from” remark 
made by Shriver against voters of 
Greek descent. But the ethnic oppo­ 


sition goes way back to Shriver’s 
days as director of the Office of Eco­ 
nomic Opportunity, a post to which 
President Johnson appointed him. 
The ethnic groups who tried to work 
with him have long memories, and 
they are out to settle old scores. 
The National Confederation of 
Ethnic Groups, for example, devotes 
half of its Newsletter to the proposi­ 
tion, “ Why Ethnic Americans 
Should Not Vote For Sargent Shriv­ 
er.” The Confederation dips into 
“ four fat files” of notes and corre­ 
spondence, covering the period from 
October 1965 through April 1968, to 
make its point. 
“Each year,” the Newsletter re­ 
ports, “ Shriver obtained an appro­ 
priation of about $2 billion from Con­ 
gress to wage the war on poverty. 
And each year Shriver deliberately 
excluded low income white ethnics 
from participating in the many OEO 
benefits to which they were entitled 
by law. Shriver actually placed him­ 
self above the law when he denied 
ethnics their civil and economic 
rights . . . 
“ Shriver repeatedly ignored or 
rejected requests to meet with quali­ 


fied ethnic leaders to discuss the 
crying need of disadvantaged 
whites. . . . If ethnic organizations 
dedicated to helping the poor are 
starved for funds, and if the much- 
neglected white poor and their chil­ 
dren (they outnumber black poor 
four to one) go hungry these days, 
they have only Shriver to thank for 
their plight.” With double under­ 
scoring the Newsletter adds: “Let 
no ethnic voter forget this.” 
Ethnic groups carried their bat­ 
tle to the White House, which inter­ 
vened with Shriver. “Even then, 
ethnic involvement inx the poverty 
programs was more make-believe 
than substance. The $7 0,000 Ethnic 
Foundation contract to evaluate and 
translate suitable OEO literature for 
distribution among white ethnic 
poor, including Spanish-speaking 
Americans, was the first and last 
OEO attempt to involve ethnics in its 
program. Recommendations made 
for extending Federal assistance to 
low-income white ethnics were con­ 
veniently ignored by Shriver and his 
aides.” 
In fact, on a promise of full-scale 
involvement, the Ethnic Foundation

At least two people 
were naturalized citizens, and 
had to be asked a few more 
questions than usual. 
Eagle’s Food Store and Wool- 
worth’s were chosen because it 
was felt there would be heavy 
traffic, and so it proved. One 
Democrat and one Republican 


dug into its own pocket to keep OEO 
projects alive, to the tune of $52,00(9 
in six months, but it still got no coop­ 
eration. The ethnic groups did not 
forget this. In 197 0, when Shriver 
was trying to get the Democratic 
senatorial nomination in Illinois», 
ethnic groups protested to Mayor 
Richard Daley of Chicago, threaten­ 
ing to vote Republican if they were 
ignored. The same kind of protest 
was made to Gov. Marvin Mandel of 
Maryland and to other Democratic 
leaders when Shriver looked long­ 
ingly at public office in that state. 


“ In this election year,” says the 
Ethnic Newsletter, “ethnic Ameri­ 
cans have another chance to face 
their enemy who has the gall to ask 
for their support in his quest for the 
second highest office in the land . . . 
as will be shown by their voting in 
November.” 
This is one “ skeleton” that Shriv­ 
er should have mentioned to Senator 
McGovern when the lightning feebly 
struck him.

As I 
serve the coffee a second man 
pulls me aside and says, “I 
want the check.” I tell him the 
other man asked first. He says, 
“Under no conditions should 
you give the check to him. I 
want it.” 
What am I supposed to do? 
I’m in trouble either way. 
“ I ’ve tried dropping the 
check in the middle of the table 
but then they both get mac} at 
me. So what’s the answer?— 
Torn Two Ways 
Dear Torn: When a gentle­ 
man asks for the check at the 
beginning of the meal, that 
should settle it. Anyone who 
asks after that should be told, 
“I’m sorry, but the check has 
already been spoken for and I 
promised to respect that gen­ 
tleman’s wishes.” If he argues, 
say, “Sorry but you’ll have to 
take it up with the other gentle­ 
man.” 
Dear Ann Landers: I am a 
fireman who just returned from 
answering a call. I am tired, 
angry, and I hurt all over. I feel 
I must write to you now because 
one of my buddies is in the hos­ 
pital with his teeth knocked out 
and his nose and jaw broken. 
Why? Because some stupid mo­ 
torist got impatient and ran 
over the fire hose that was lying 
across the street. 
If this doesn’t make sense to 
you, let me explain. The sudden 
burst of pressure knocked the 
hose out of his hand and it hit 
him in the face. If you still don’t 
get it, imagine holding a limp 
garden hose and someone sud­ 
denly turning it on—and re­ 
member that the pressure of a 
fire hose is about 100 times 
more powerful than a garden 
hose. Now you know why my 
buddy is in the hospital. 
Here are some rules for the 
average citizen to follow and I 
hope to God you will print them 
in your column: 
If you must follow a fire 
truck, stay at least 300 feet be­ 
hind. 
Never ask a fireman if you 
can help. The average person 
knows nothing about fire fight­ 
ing. You can help best by stay­ 
ing out of the way. 
Never run over a fire hose 
even if you are sure the water 
has been turned off. 
Do not call the fire depart­ 
ment to put out small fires of 
weeds, trash and little confla­ 
grations that you can extin­ 
guish yourself. Such calls are 
as much a nuisance as false 
alarms. 
When calling the fire depart­ 
ment, keep calm and tell them 
what kind of fire it is so they’ll 
know what to expect and 
whether to notify other fire 
fighters. 
Teach your small children 
how to report a fire. Always 
have the phone number handy, 
by the telephone. 
When your place of business 
is being inspected and you are 
told to make certain changes, 
don’t think they are trying to

Rural development act outlined 


SPRINGFIELD - The Rural 
Development Act of 1972, 
recently passed in the U.S. 
Congress, will give new op­ 
portunities to rural 
Illinois 
residents, according to Gordon 
L. Ropp, director of Illinois 
Department of Agriculture. 


Ropp said the b ill will b ring 
much needed revenues into 
rural communities, providing 
opportunities for employ ment, 
b etter living conditions and 
credit 
assistance 
for 
b usinesses. He outlined the key 
provisions of the b ill: 
1. Broadens the definiation of 
“ rural a rea s” 
(10,000 for 
community faciltiy and rural 
housing financial assistance 
and 50,000 for rural enterprise 


and 
b usiness 
financial 
assitance). 
2. 
Increases 
funding 
authorization for the planning 
and construction of rural 
community water and waste 
disposal sy stems (to $30 million 
and $300 million, respectively ). 
3. Requires that preference 
b e given on loans or grants to 
very small communities (5,500 
or less) whose existing sy stem 
has deteriortated. 
4. Provides for $10 million 
authorization in grants for the 
preparation of comprehensive 
rural development plans. 
5. Requires that purposes for 
which loans and grants are 
made to pub lic b odies shall not 
b e inconsistent with state, sub ­ 
state and local government 


comprehensive 
development 
plans. 
6. Authorizes loans and 
grants for the acquisition, 
ex pansion or operation of 
b usiness and industrial en­ 
terprises. 
7. Estab lishes a new Rural 
Development Credit Insurance 
Fund for the purpose of making 
and insuring rural development 
ty pe loans. No ob ligation 
ceiling is estab lished for this 
particular fund. 
8. The Farmers Home Ad­ 
m inistration operating loan 
ceiling is increased from 
$35,000 to $50,000 and these 
loans may b e insured. 
Ropp noted that the b ill also 
authorizes a 
$45i research 
program. 


St. Luke's Episcopal centennial is Sunday 


Memories will be abu nd ant for many area people 
when St. Lu k e’s Episcopal Chu rch celebrates its 100th 
y ear Su nd ay . The chu rch was fou nd ed in 1838 and bu ilt in 
1872. 
Accord ing to the rector, the Rev . William V. Carpen­ 
ter, the d ay ’s ev ents will begin at 10 a.m. with a Solemn 
Procession and Festiv al Eu charist. There will be an open 
hou se for parish members and the entire commu nity from 
1 u ntil 2:30 p.m. in the Eells Memorial Bu ild ing and at 2:30 
p.m. Cu rt Schmitt will present the d ed icatory organ recit­ 
al. The organ was bu ilt by H. A. (Pete) Howell, Dix on. 
The Memorial Organ replaces a two-manu al Hook 
and Hastings track er action organ which was installed in 
1886. The Memorial Organ has fou r manu al k ey board s 
and a ped al k ey board controlling their respectiv e d iv i­ 
sions—great, swell, choir-positiv , solo, and ped al organs. 
In ad d ition, there is an antiphonal-echo d iv ision in the 
rear of the chu rch nav e which can be cou pled to, and 
play ed from, any of the fou r manu al and ped al k ey board s. 
There are some 4,000 pipes in the organ. 
The organ was mad e possible by many memorial gifts 
to an organ fu nd , started d u ring the rectorship of the Rev . 
Vernon Jones in the late 19 40’s. This money was u sed for 
the pu rchase of materials. The engineering and labor re­ 
q u ired were giv en by Howell. 
Mrs. Charles Berg is chairman for Su nd ay ’s ev ents. 
There will be special mu sic by the chu rch choir, with Den­ 
nis Nelson and Peter Moore as tru mpeters. Mrs. H. A. 
Howell will presid e at the organ. 
Rectors of the chu rch hav e inclu d ed : the Rev . John C. 
Sage, 1897-19 01; the Rev . John Ericsson, 19 02-19 06 ; the 
Rev . Albert B. Whitcombe, 19 06 ; 19 14; the Rev . C. A. Hol­ 
brook , 19 14-19 15; the Rev . Fred erick C. Grant, 19 15-19 16 ; 
the Rev . Harry M. Babin, 19 17-19 20; the Rev . G. Carlton 
Story , 19 21-19 27; the Rev . Richard Talbot, 19 28-19 31; the 
Rev . B. Norman Bu rk e, 19 31-19 42; the Rev . Joseph Mason, 
19 43-19 47; the Rev . Vernon L. S. Jones, 19 48-19 6 8; and the 
Rev . Carpenter, since 1968. 
The history of St. Lu k e’s Chu rch goes back to the d ay s 
when the Ind ians roamed the prairies of Illinois. The par­ 
ish was organized in 1836 by the Rev . James DePu y , who 
was sent to Illinois as a missionary at large on the Rock 
Riv er. At abou t this time, also, a small hou se was bu ilt by 
Father DePu y , on land giv en by fou nd ing “Father” John 
Dix on. The hou se originally stood on the northwest corner 
of Jefferson Av enu e and Ev erett Street. Later it was 
mov ed east across Jefferson Av enu e, and then north, 
where it still stand s at 6 08 North Jefferson. The hou se is 
said to be the old est in Dix on. 
Bishop Philand er Chase, the first bishop of Illinois, 


assu med responsibility for the congregation in Dix on. St. 
Lu k e’s original bu ild ing was a small frame stru ctu re 
which stand s nex t to the present chu rch, on Peoria Av e­ 
nu e, hav ing since been remod eled into an attractiv e 
hou se. 
Early in 1868 the land on which the present chu rch 
stand s was pu rchased . In Ju ly of that same y ear a v estry 
committee consisting of W. C. And ru s, J. B. Charters, J. 
K. Ed sall and W. W. DeWolf was appointed to obtain esti­ 
mates and specifications for the new chu rch bu ild ing. The 
following May the v estry d ecid ed to ad opt the plans re­ 
ceiv ed from Henry Du d ley , an architect. Meanwhile, 
Messrs. Ed sall and DeWolf were ask ed to pu rchase the 
stone and other necessary materials. Early in 1871, how­ 
ev er, the v estry changed its mind , and retu rned Du d ley ’s 
plans to him. 
It was then d ecid ed that when the v estry was able to 
obtain a su bscription of $10,000 or more, the bu ild ing com­ 
mittee (consisting of J. K. Ed sall, J. A. Hawley , O. B. 
Dod ge, S. C. Eells, J. P. Hu tchinson and Timothy Mooers) 
wou ld proceed to secu re d etailed plans and specifications, 
to receiv e bid s, and to enter into contract for the bu ild ing 
of a chu rch. On Ju ne 26 ,1871 the contract was d u ly signed 
with Morgan and McClu re, Contractors of Au rora, which 
gu aranteed the completion of the bu ild ing at a cost of $14,- 
800. The new plans of A. H. El wood , architect, were ad opt­ 
ed and closely followed . 
By Au g. 15, the v estry had paid El wood ’s fee of $2,000 
and Sept. 7 the cornerstone was pu t in place, containing the 
following articles: the King James Bible, the Book of 
Common Pray er, The Gospel Messenger, The Spirit of 
Missions, The Child ren’s Gu est, The Su nd ay School Schol­ 
ar, a list of St. Lu k e’s priests from 1836 to 1871, the names 
of the architect and the contractor, a history of Dix on and 
Lee Cou nty , and copies of The Telegraph and Herald , Lee 
Cou nty Democrat and The Rock Riv er Farmer. 
While the first serv ice in the new chu rch was held on 
Su nd ay , Sept. 15,1872, it was not u ntil St. Lu k e’s Day , Oct. 
18 of that y ear, that the chu rch was consecrated . 
The life of St. Lu k e’s parish then mov ed on fairly 
smoothly u nd er a wid e v ariety of rectors, u ntil a fire gu t­ 
ted the chu rch Oct. 24,19 35. A y ear later, after ex tensiv e 
renov ation, the chu rch was re-d ed icated by Bishop 
George Craig Stewart. Du ring the 3.950’s the new Eells 
memorial parish hou se and chu rch school facilities were 
completed and d u ring the same period the rectory interior 
was completely remod eled . 
The chu rch bu ild ing has been greatly enhanced by 
many gifts, u ntil it is now ack nowled ged to be one of the 
most beau tifu l in the d iocese of Chicago.

»«• abetic, all sweet stuff is taboo. 
Yet hon ey is on that list also, 
but it is the n atu ral sweeten er. 
Why isn ’t it allowed? 
Dear Reader— Not all doc­ 
tors restrict all sweets for dia­ 
betics althoug h most doctors 
prefer that the carbohy drates 
be in less con cen trated form, 
n amely in v eg etables or n atu ral 
fru its. The reason for this is to 
keep the sweets from bein g ab­ 
sorbed too quickly in to the 
blood an d causin g a sharp rise 
in the lev el of the blood su g ar. 
Recen t recommen dation s from 
the diabetic society hav e liber­ 
alized the amoun t of carbohy ­ 
drates that diabetics can use 
while restrictin g the amoun t of 
fats, particu larly satu rated or 
an imal fats in an effort to de­ 
crease the possible in fluen ce of 
the diet in diabetics on causin g 
the hig h in ciden ce of heart dis-

ease that diabetics often hav e. 
Now the common table su g ar 
that people use is really a dou­ 
ble su g ar an d when it is ab­ 
sorbed throug h the dig estiv e 
tract, it is split in to two simple 
su g ars, on e of these is called 
g lucose, the other is readily 
con v erted to g lucose which is 
the form of su g ar that the body 
uses for en erg y . In ciden tally , 
most of the foods, in cludin g 
protein s an d fat, are con v erted 
to the g lucose su g ar by the body 
to be burn ed by the body for 
en erg y . 
It’s tru e that hon ey is a n atu r­ 
al sweeten er an d its carbohy ­ 
drates are composed of a sin g le 
su g ar which are directly ab­ 
sorbed in to the bloodstream 
where they are con v erted to 
g lucose the same as ordin ary 
su g ar an d hav e the same ef­ 
fects in that reg ard.

thinks tha t, in ge ne ra l, prope r­ 
ty ta x incre a se s a re not pa sse d 
on to te na nts a nd custome rs be ­ 
ca use , a ccording to the la w of 
supply a nd de ma nd, if the price 
of a n ite m rise s, fe we r pe ople 
will buy unle ss the de ma nd a lso 
incre a se s. Thus, the la ndlord or 
busine ssma n who ra ise s price s 
simply to re fle ct a ta x incre a se 
would be le ft with unre nte d 
a pa rtme nts or unsold goods on 
which he would e ithe r ha ve to 
ta ke a loss or bring the price 
ba ck down to re nt or se ll the m. 
Ta king the a rgume nt a ste p 
furthe r, Ga ffne y sa ys tha t since 
most prope rty is he ld by a re la ­ 
tive ly sma ll but we a lthy pe r­ 
ce nta ge of the popula tion, a 
prope rty ta x incre a se which is 


not pa sse d on must ta ke more 
from the rich tha n from the 
poor. 
Citing a numbe r of studie s, 
Ga ffne y e stima te s tha t 5 pe r 
ce nt of a ll fa milie s in the na ­ 
tion own a round 6 0 pe r ce nt of 
the prope rty.

The outline sugge ste d 
ra ising $ 1 8 billion a nnua lly with 
$ 5 billion to be re funde d to low­ 
e r income groups to a chie ve a 
progre ssive ra te structure in 


pa rt. 
The othe r $ 1 3 billion would be 
give n to sta te s to fund loca l 
public e le me nta ry a nd se con­ 
da ry schools on the condition 
tha t loca l prope rty ta x e s for 
schools be e limina te d on re si­ 
de ntia l a nd nonre side ntia l prop­ 
e rty. 
According to the Brookings 
study, if you ma ke $ 1 0 ,0 0 0 the 
va lue -a dde d ta x would cost you 
$ 1 1 0 . This would re pla ce a re si­ 
de ntia l prope rty ta x for schools 
of $ 6 0 if the prope rty ta x is pro­ 
gre ssive or a re side ntia l prop­ 
e rty ta x for schools of $ 1 3 0 if 
the ta x is re gre ssive . 
Or to put it a nothe r wa y, un­ 
de r the progre ssive a ssumption 
the va lue -a dde d ta x would in­ 
cre a se the tota l ta x bill by $ 5 0 
while unde r the ,re gre ssive a s­ 
sumption it would de cre a se the 
tota l ta x bill by $ 2 0 .

How or whe n will e conomists 
re solve this a rgume nt? “ I’m 
not sure I ca n a nswe r tha t,” 
sa ys Okne r. ‘‘At some point it 
ma y be possible to e mpirica lly 
te st it but I’m not sure how one 
would conduct such a te st. It’s 
not the kind of situa tion whe re 
you ca n run, a controlle d e x ­ 
pe rime nt e a sily. 
‘‘My be st gue ss is tha t the re 
is some pa rt of the prope rty 
ta x shifte d a nd 
some pa rt 
borne by ca pita l in ge ne ra l but 
I don’t know how much,” Ok­ 
ne r sa ys. ‘‘The re sults ma y dif­ 
fe r from a pplying or incre a sing 
a prope rty ta x tha n from re ­ 
moving or lowe ring e x isting 


prope rty ta x e s. For insta nce , I 
doubt my re nt would go down if 
my la ndlord’s 
prope rty 
ta x 
we re cut. 
“ But 
e ve rything is 
much 
more complica te d tha n it first 
se e ms. It’s e a sy to dra w dia ­ 
gra ms a nd supply a nd de ma nd 
curve s a nd write the ore tica l 
tre a tise s, but a s a profe ssor of 
mine once sa id a t the e nd of a 
le cture : ‘Eve rything de pe nds 
on e ve rything e lse .’” 
And so the de ba te on the 
prope rty ta x like the de ba te on 
so ma ny othe r socia l a nd e co­ 
nomic proble ms will be con­ 
ducte d a nd policie s will be 
ma de on the ba sis of be st 
gue sse s.
